During the game an Oregon man 
with the ball dropped to the ground saying 
that he was hurt just after a play had been 
completed, The Harvard team took it easy, 
thinking time out had been called, but soon 
the Oregon team had scored a touchdown 
through a ruse. Other plays mentioned were 
Crickard’s great run after a pass from Barry 
Wood on the opening kickoff a few years ago, 
and Locke’s spectacular touchdown dash 
after a kickoff in the last Yale game.

Ralph T. Berry, tree warden and moth | 
superintendent, is asking in his annual re- | 
ports this year the restoration of his appro- | 
priations to $4500 each, the level prevailing | 
before last year’s curtailments were made. | 
Mr. Berry points out in his reports that the | 
town’s trees must be given extra attention 
because of heavy infestations of various 
i cts, 

The tree warden is also asking for a new 
truck, and he is inserting an article for this 
purpose in the warrant. 

His reports follow: 


The moth department working with a 
reduced appropriation the past year left 
much needed work undone. Many scattered 
gypsy-moth nests and a few brown-tail nests 
were found. Heavy infestations of the tent 
caterpillar—the fall-web worm and_ the 
advent of the elm beetle make it most im- 
perative that we have our regular appropria 
tion the coming year. To combat the elm 
beetle we must have a prolonged spray pro 
gram. This department returned to the town | 
through the private work the sum of $954.62, 

lo carry on the work of the moth depart- 
ment for the coming year, [ recommend the 


| sum of $4500 be appropriated.

School Department’s 


Budget Much Higher 


est Enrollment Ever—High 


School Pupils to Number 500—Long-delayed Repair 
Work Contemplated—Lighting Being Studied 


Andover's school budget, now in the pro- 
cess of being formed, will be substantially 
larger than that of 1933, meetings of the 
school board and finance committee this 
| week disclose, The increase is largely attribut- 
| able to extra expense incurred because of the 
apidly increasing school population, espec- 
ially in the high school, and the necessity of 
| doing repair work left undone in the last few 
years. No new activities are being planned. 
| There will be 551 children available for 
| high school next year, eliminating the high 
| school graduates and counting in the gradu- 
| ates of Stowe and St. Augustine’s. Allowing a 
| possible shrinkage of about sixty, it means 
| that there will be between 490 and 500 pupils 
in the high school next year as compared to 
442 at present. If the new school and hall are 
not built, extensive temporary repairs will 
have to be made to old Punchard, Two new 
teachers will have to be hired. The expense 
for transporting the high school children from 
Ballardvale has increased markedly. New 
books, principally for the high school, will 
have to be purchased to take care of the 
additional enrollment. 

The school board met Tuesday evening to 
| discuss the budget, which in its separate 
parts had been previously examined by the 
sub-committees. The budget was presented in 
tentative form to the finance committee 
Wednesday night, and next Tuesday evening 
the school board will again meet to examine 
the estimates further. Indications are that the 
appropriation to be asked for will amount to 
at least $150,000 as compared to the $138,- 
708.50 appropriated last year. 

No salary increases are being contemplated 
save for a raise from $1021 to $1200 in the 
salary of the superintendent’s clerk to bring 
her pay into Hess accord with the other 
clerks of the town. It is also planned to add a 
clerk for Mr, Hamblin, principal of the high 
school, to take care of the many clerical 
duties connected with the administration of 
a 500 pupil high school. The salary for 30 
weeks will be $450, 

The electric lighting situation is occupying 
considerable thought on the part of the two 
committees, Last Novembér when Mr. Jones 
of the State Department of Education made 
his survey at the local schools, he stated in 


| his report that the lighting was very poor. 


Mr. Allphin of the Lawrence Gas and Elec- 
tric company made a survey recently in 
which he found that the lights were inade 
quate, and as a result of the survey he recom- 
mended some drastic changes which would 
entail a large expenditure, ‘The school board 
allowed for this in its tentative budget, with- 
out definitely committing itself to accepting 
the recommendations. One room has been 
fitted out in the high school to demonstrate 
what the new lights would be like. The two

there would be sullicient funds left. Mr, 
Hardy stated on his return that there was 4 
possibility of securing the grant if enough of 
the already allotted money were returned | 
Then everyone in governmental 
circles felt sure that a new Congressional 
appropriation would be made for the PW A 

In all probability Andover would borrow 
the seventy-five percent on a regular town 
issue rather than from the federal govern 
ment, This would mean then that the federal 
government would have to have available 
only around $100,000 for the grant without 
the loan. The town would probably have to 
pay less interest if it swung the loan on its 
own, Mr. Hardy’s formal statement of his 
visit to Washington follows 


“My conferences with the various officials 
of the Federal Emergency Administration at 
Washington were most satisfactory, and 
while all available funds have been allocated, 
there is still hope that Andover may have 
further consideration at this time, due to a 
possibility that a portion of funds now 
allocated may not be used. In an interview 
with Congressman William P, Connery, Jr., 
he assured me that Andover’s project is 
having and will continue to have his personal 
attention, I also interviewed all officials in 
charge of the federal emergency administra 
tion public works projects and the pressing 
need of immediate action on the Andover 
project was emphasized and I was given 
assurance that everything possible would be 
done to expedite an early allocation of funds 
to Andover’s project.”

In order that we may more fully realize 
the changes that have taken place on our 
Main street let us go back in thought to the 
year 1850 and together take a walk up the 
right hand side of the street beginning at 
Punchard avenue, 

The first house we come to was owned and 
occupied up to the time of his death by 
Deacon Edward Taylor. In color it has 
changed from white to gray. Solid stone steps 
up to the front door have taken the place of 
the more perishable wooden ones. Piazza has 
also been added. The neat open fence that 
enclosed the yard has been replaced by a 


boarded fence that stretched along the side- 
walk the length of his property to the corner 
and a good piece down Love Lane—now 
Locke street has disappeared. This high 
fence certainly guarded against invasion, but 
also hid from the passers-by the beauty of his 
garden. 

Crossing Love Lane we come to the rather 
unusual extent of land owned by Squire 
Hazen, First came the barn in which had 
securely hou his memorable “one horse 
shay” in which he and Mrs. Hazen enjoyed 


three-story house is little changed except 
that the modern window draperies give it a 
homey, occupied air which it lacked when 
Mr. and Mrs. Hazen only lived in it alone. 
His land also was guarded by an even higher 
solid board fence which stretched along the 
whole length of his rather low marshy land 
to the corner of Green street—now Morton 
street—where stood a not large, but rather 
pretentious house occupied by the family of 
Mr. Willard Pike. He manufactured soap 
somewhere on Pike street—now East Morton 
street. A part of his house, with its queer 
sharp pointed windows can still be seen look- 
ing in past Mrs. Gray’s store near by. 

Crossing the corner of Green street we 
come to a house of rather unusual architec 
ture. It was moved down from behind the 
Seminary buildings where it served as a 
dining hall for the “theologues."’ Mr. Fitz 
William Rogers bought, moved, reconstruct- 
ed, and lived in a part of it himself up to the 
time of his death. He also built the next 
double, the first colored house on the street, 
now owned by Mrs. Whittemore and Mr. 
Tracey, 

We have now reached the chief house of 
note on the street, and will recall as best we 
can a little of how it looked before it was 
partially destroyed by fire, and reconstructed 
for a boarding house, It was a two-story 
white house with rather a low roof 

The four front rooms were of their present 
size with door in the middle, without porch. 
America was written in the lower room on the 
right as you enter. Door on the south side as 
at present, with no bay windows. The house 
stood much more nearly on a level with the 
street, which has since been graded, and the 
sdewalk lowered, causing the ne ty of | 
two sets of steps at the entrance which has 
given it its present set up appearance.

In going on to the next house we come upon 
an irregular piece of stone wall which sepa 
rates the strip of land from the very narrow 
sidewalk (a mere foot-path) and the very 
deep gutter along-side the street. 


The distinguishing feature which marked 
the next plain white house was a small but 
noticeable sign on the east end of the house, 
next the street, which read—‘‘ Plain Sewing 
Done Here.”’ This was probably a boon to the 
numerous students who had garments that 
needed repairing.

We will now sum up the results of our 
walk. Coming up the street about the year 
1850 we counted 16 houses. Returning now 
to Punchard avenue where we started we 
find there are, counting both old and new, 
29 houses in the year 1919—a gain of 13 in 
the 68 years. 


Fire Loss Higher 
During Last Year 


Andover’s fire loss last year was almost 
fifty percent higher than in the previous year, 
ccording to the annual report of Chief 
Charles F', Emerson of the fire department.

Tropics Pitcher Plant 


Is Good Insect Catcher 

In the tropics grows a strange plant 
which ts known as the pitcher plant, 
though botanists call tt nepenthes, It 
grows in marshy forests, and has 
lance-shaped leaves, but these are not 
like ordinary leaves, for at the end 
each leaf is extended {nto a coiling 
tendril which stretches out and curls 
round the branch of some other plant. 
Having thus found support the tip of 
the leaf goes on growing until 
a pitcher-shaped vessel ts produced at 
the end, This has a cover, In some 
species of nepenthes the piteher Is 
more than a foot long. Inside, the 
pitcher is coated with wax, so that It 
will hold water. There is a corrugated 
margin at the top, and round this a 
honey-like substance Is produced which 
acts as a bait to insects, 


pitcher, and then when the tnsects 
alight to eat the honey they slip on 
the shiny wax and fall into the pitech- 
er, They try to craw! out, but spines 
which point downwards prevent them, 


and sooner or later they are drowned, | 
The water contains ferments provided | 
by digestive glands, and this enables | 


the plant to absorh nourishment from 
the Insects.—Montreal Herald,

moon), At the time of full moon, the 
center of the earth {8 2,880 miles in- 
side of this path and on the next full 
moon 2,880 miles outside of the path, 


The moon performs much like the 
earth but by being smaller than the 
earth, the amount of deviation from 
the elliptical path of the center of 
gravity i8 much greater, At the time 
of full moon the moon Is 280,000 miles 
outside of the path, and at the time 
of new moon, 250,000 miles Inside of

Main street let us go back in thought to the | 
year 1850 and together take a walk up the 
right hand side of the street beginning at 
Punchard avenue. 

The first house we come to was owned and 
occupied up to the time of his death by| 
Deacon Edward Taylor. In color it has| 
changed from white to gray. Solid stone steps 
| up to the front door have taken the place of 
| the more perishable wooden ones. Piazza has | 
also been added. The neat open fence that 
enclosed the yard has been replaced by a} 
more fancy one. The high white closely | 
boarded fence that stretched along the side- | 
walk the length of his property to the corner | 
and a good piece down Love Lane—now | 
Locke street has disappeared. This high 
fence certainly guarded against invasion, but 
also hid from the passers-by the beauty of his 
garden, 

Crossing Love Lane we come to the rather 
unusual extent of land owned by Squire 
Hazen. First came the barn in which had 
securely housed his memorable ‘one horse 
shay” in which he and Mrs. Hazen enjoyed | 
their daily drive. The big, square, white | 
three-story house is little changed except | 
that the modern window draperies give it a 
homey, occupied air which it lacked when | 
Mr. and Mrs. Hazen only lived in it alone. | 
His land also was guarded by an even higher | 
solid board fence which stretched along the | 
whole length of his rather low marshy land 
to the corner of Green street—now Morton 
street—where stood a not large, but rather 
pretentious house occupied by the family of | 
Mr. Willard Pike. He manufactured soap 
somewhere on Pike street—now East Morton 
street, A part of his house, with its queer | 
sharp pointed windows can still be seen look- 
ing in past Mrs, Gray’s store near by. 

Crossing the corner of Green street we 
come to a house of rather unusual architec 
ture. It was moved down from behind the | 
Seminary buildings where it served as a 
dining hall for the ‘“theologues.” Mr. Fitz 
William Rogers bought, moved, reconstruct- 
ed, and lived in a part of it himself up to the 
time of his death. He also built the next 
double, the first colored house on the street, | 
now owned by Mrs. Whittemore and Mr. 
Tracey. 

We have now reached the chief house of 
note on the street, and will recall as best we 
can a little of how it looked before it was 
partially destroyed by fire, and reconstructed 
for a boarding house. It was a two-story 
white house with rather a low roof. 

The four front rooms were of their present 
size with door in the middle, without porch.

To distinguish it from Abbot 
academy it was called the “Nunnery” and 
the girls were called the Nuns 

Next and lastly we come to the house 
occupied for many years by Dr. Samuel 
Jackson and family, after the close of his 

astorate in West Andover. No change in the 
exterior of the house from that time to this. 

We have now reached Wheeler street the 
boundary line at this point of the Phillips 
academy property. At the risk of trespassing 
we will cross over to the corner of Chapel 
avenue where we find the old Stone academy 
which was destroyed by fire in the fall of 1864. 

We will now sum up the results of our 
walk. Coming up the street about the year 
1850 we counted 16 houses. Returning now 
to Punchard avenue where we started we

Fire Loss Higher 
During Last Year 


Andover’s fire loss last year was almost 
fifty percent higher than in the previous year, 
according to the annual report of Chief 
Charles F. Emerson of the fire department. 
The loss this year was $16,780 as compared 
with $11,252 in 1932. The value of buildings 
and contents involved in fires this year was 
$520,525 as compared with $242,065 in the 
previous year. There were 75 bell alarms this 
year and 92 stills, whereas in 1932 there were 
48 bell alarms and 216 stills.

Tropics Pitcher Plant 


Is Good Insect Catcher 
In the tropics grows a strange plant 
which ts known as the pitcher plant, 
though botanists call it nepenthes, It 
grows in marshy forests, and has 
lance-shaped leaves, but these are not 
like ordinary leaves, for at the end 
each leaf is extended Into a coiling 
tendril which stretches out and curls 
round the branch of some other plant. 
Having thus found support the tip of | 
the leaf goes on growing until 
a pitcher-shaped vessel Is produced at 
the end, This has a cover, In some | 
species of nepenthes the piteher Is | 
more than a foot long. Inside, the 
pitcher is coated with wax, so that It 
will hold water. There is a corrugated 
margin at the top, and round this a 
honey-like substance is produced which 
acts as a bait to insects, When rain | 
falls some of it finds its way into the | 
pitcher, and then when the Insects 
flight to eat the honey they slip on 
the shiny wax and fall into the pitch- 
er. They try to craw! out, but spines 
which point downwards prevent them, 
and sooner or later they are drowned. 
The water contains ferments provided 
by digestive glands, and this enables 
the plant to absorb nourishment from 
the Insects.—Montreal Herald, 


Explosion Caused Creation 

All things were created by the ex- 
plosion of a huge atom possibly ten 
billion years ago. This explosion was 
so great and the atom so large, no one 
can possibly guess the extent of el- 
ther, But that same explosion created 
the universe, the stars, galaxies and 
the planets, according to the theory of 
a world famous Belgian scientist.
